The CPU Is Ihe brain of the computer. 
Typically. It Is rated by so-called clodt 
speed, measured In millions of cycles per 
second or megaHeta (MHz). The original 
IBM PC-circa 1981-ran al e.77 MHz, white 
speeds of 200 MHz or more are common 

If youhe getting a Mac or a Mac-clone, all 
new models are based on the PowerPC chipi 
1 603 or doc model. Gel the fesiesi you can 
afford. PC buyers have more cwnpKcallons, 

Most PCs sport CPUs from Intel, with a 
choice Qn order of power) between 
Pentiums, MMX-PentIums (enhanced for 
multimedia). Pentium.pro (mostly in office 
servers), and Ihe newest, (also MMX. 
enhanced) Pentium-ll. The MMX enhance- 
ments are mostly aimed at gamers, and 
even here, software making use of it is only 
slowly arriving. As a result, standard 
Pentiums can be good performers for buti- 
ness users— and prices for these are drop- 
ping dramallcaUy. 

ir the computer ad doesn't mention a spe- 
clfk Intel model, or if It uses phrases kke 
*586." "dSd." or “51(86." then it’s using a 
CPU from one of Intel's competitors, AMD or 
Cyria. Both companies make good products 
that can be bought vrithout fear of incom- 
padbillty. Thair newest models even Include 
the equivalent of Intel's MMX enharce- 


aample, dalms Its 6i(g6MX-233 model is 
competitive with 133 MHz CPUs from AMD 
and Intel, even though It actually runs at 
ordy 188 MHz. 

Pretty much any CPU sold today will do a 
good iob of tunning standard business and 
(ntemei software. Those users should put 
Ihiir money Into memory, hard drive, or 
mpnitor upgrades. Heavy-duty game players 
should get the festesi piocesso' they can 
afford. 

2. RAM 

Your computer needs memoiy (RAM) in 
oiOer to hold inslructrens, data, and the 
regutis of Its operations. Widtout enough 
RAM, Ihe computer will need to be conilnu- 
a% reading and writing to the drives, thus 
slowing Itself down. Luckily. RAM Is relative- 
ly cheap these days. 

RAM IS measured In megabytes (MB or 
megs). Systems are typically being adver- 
Uaed with 16 MB of RAM. If you can afford 
t« upgrade that to 32 MB— your computer 
wW run more smoothly, and whhin a year or 
tvw, youK be running software that will 
demand that much memctY. 

Any system with a CPU running faster than 
about 150 MHz wiU work best with more effi- 
cient SDRAM. Slower systems will work line 
wkh the slightly cheaper EDO chips. 

As well, computers typicaHy have what’s 


a a-2) Ci 

super-fast memory chips to lake part of the 
load off the main RAM. YOu want at least 
256 kilobytes (KB) of this. 

3. Hard drives 

Programs and data are stated on ha/d dri- 
ves. The capacity of these devices has 
grown dtemalicilly in recent yeers, such that 
slae Is no longer measured in megabytes. 
Now It's In gigabytes (G6 or gigs)— bllUons 
of bytes ofinlormatlDn. 

Advertised systems ofteri offer 2 GB dn- 
ves, but with a single game or program tak- 
ing up too MB. you rnay want to check the 
cost of upgrading to 1 3.4 GB or larger unit 
If youVe getting a copy of Windows 9$ 
vriin yoursystem, make sure you get Ihe lat- 
est (Windows 95B) version, and ask the ven- 
dor to pTtinsiall It wHh the FAT32 (llle allo- 
cation] option.
